BRAZILIAN ADVICES. 

Information at Washinp/ton That tho 
Bouibarduieut of llio Is 
Abandoned. 



The Scene of Hostilities to be Trans 
ferred to Other Parts of 
tho Country. 



WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.— Tho most impor- 
tant news concerning the Brazilian revolu- 
tion eiuco its inception Iiuh been received by 
tho Secretary of tho Navy in a cublo dis- 
patch from Capt. Picking, commander of 
the U. S. cruiser Charleston, at Kiu, as fol- 
lows ! " Admiral Mello having been in- 
formed that tho Government would dis- 
mount the guno in tho city, said he would 
not again firo upon tho place. 
This understanding means that the threat- 
ened renewal of tho bombardment of 
Hio /Janeiro has been abandoned, and it is 
supposed that tho truce between Admiral 
Mello und President Peixoto wuh arranged 
by tho commanders of foreign vetselB 
tho harbor. Tho full import 
of tho agreement: cannot bo detor- 
nined from Cupt. Picking's telegram, 
but it is probiblo that its effect will bo to 
transfer hostilities from Rio Janiero to other 
places in llrii/.il, although it is not unlikely 
that it moans the arrangement of an amic- 
ablo agreement that will end the war. 

In response to a telegram Capt. Ticking 
also informed tho navy department that 
there is now a fleot of ten foreign war ves- 
sels in the harbor exclusive of the Charles- 
ton. This shows Ihe strength of the foreign 
lleet and its possible elloctiTonesa in caao of 
an emergency. 

spain and Morocco. 

The Sultan Pressing the Arabs to Desist 
From Hostilities. 

Madrid, Oct. 7. — Cable communication 
with Melilla is interrupted. No news was 
received from thero last evening. Tho 
Spanish lleet now engaged in manoeuvres off 
Santa Pola will make Algiciras tho base 
of operations should events at Melilla re- 
quire its services. Only one brigade of 
troops is goiug to Melilla at present. The 
remainder of the army corps will bo hold in 
readiness for conveyance to Melilla or elso- 
whort in Morocco, should tho Sultan fail to 
promptly satisfy tho demands of Spain for 
reparation. Advices have been received 
that the agents of tho Sultan arc pressing 
the Arab chiofs to dosiBO from hostilities. 
In consequence Bomo of tho tribes aro re- 
turning homo. Spain announces that sho 
will maintain tho ftUus quo in Africa, but 
the building of the forts in Morocco will be 
energetically pushed to completion, and any 
aggression on tho part of tho Aloors will bo 
punished. Spain will also demand full re- 
pirati >u from the Sultan for the outrage at 
Melilla. 



WARLIKE MATABELES. 

Their Attitude Justifies a Declaration 
of War by the British 
Government. 



Considerable Excitement Created— The 
Colonists Few— Every Muta- 
bele a Soldier. 



Cai'K Town, Oct. 7.— A dispatch from 
tho front soya tho Matubeles attacked a 
patrol of ISechuonnUnd police near Shastos. 
The attack was replied to, and after a sharp 
ekirmish the Matubeles fled to tho hush. 
Tho affair is important from the fact that 
it is directed against tho lmporiu! forces 
which aro protecting Chief Khama, and 
also indicates that King Lobongula intends 
to attack Tati and the country under Gov- 
ernment control. The police will bo strong- 
ly reiutorced by lUiumu'u warriors, 
und somo severe lighting is anticipated. 
An ollicial communication is received, 
Buying that a decided forco of Im- 
perial troops has been sent to occupy Tati 
as Boun uspoaaiblo. Volunteers, well armed 
und mounted, are flocking from all parts of 
tho colony to Forts Victoria, Carter and 
Tati, and news of an encounter between the 
Matubeles und tho colonists is expected at 
any moment. The colonists are few in num- 
ber, though well armed, but they will find 
it no no easy matter to cope with the Mata- 
bele warriors. Tho population of Matabele 
is about .'100,000, uml every mule of ugo is 
a soldier. 

LONDON, Oct. 7. — The Government an- 
nounces thut tho Matabeles liriiig on tho 
police justifies declaration of war against 
King Lobengula. Sir Henry Locke, high 
commissioner und commander-in-chief of 
Cape Colony, bus telegraphed to the colo- 
nial ollico confirming the news received 
here regarding tho Matabele outbreak. The 
news caused tho greatest excitement here, 
and it is suggested to the members of 
the Government that energetic action 
is expected, us tho people are glowing 
angry at the apparent coldness of Mr. Glad- 
stone's ministerial associates. This evening 
it was announced that the Marquis of Ripon, 
secretary of Btate for the colonies, had sent 
a dispatch notifying the officials to consider 
the affair at Shastos ua a hostility against 
Great Britain, which justified declaration of 
war against King Lobengula, of -Mutubelc- 
lund. The announcement created the great- 
est excitement at the clubs, hotels and thea- 
tres, whore England's latest " little war' it 
being discussed to night.

Toronto, Oct. 7.— (Special) -Ono of 
tho heaviest failures hero for a long 
time took place to-day, when Laughlio 
M. Livingston made an assignment 
for tho benefit of hia creditors. Tho 
trouble involves over a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars worth of reul estuto, situated on 
the principal thoroughfares of the city. The 
Bank of Commerce and the Hank of Hamil- 
ton arc eacli largely interested, hut are well 
secured. 

Last night, the electric wire set firo to the 
roof of a building on King's street, west. 
Tho damage was alight, hut the linerr.un in 
cutting tho wire let it fall and a Mra. Hul- 
ford, living on Adelaide Place, coming in 
contact with it was burned so badly that 
she may die. 

IN ITALIAN WATERS. 



Reception to be Given the British 
Mediterranean Sqnadron at 
Taranto and Elsewhere. 



The Kincr and Queen to Receive the 
Visitors— Grand Naval 
Review. 



ROME, Oct. 7. — Preparations for tho re- 
ception of tho British fleot in Italian waters 
aro being completed rapidly. Tho flrat divi- 
sion of the British Mediterranean equadron 
is expected to arrivo at Taranto on October 
11 or 12. It will bo mot by an Italian 
squadron under tho Duko of (lenoa and a 
reserve squadron under Admiral Oorsi. The 
Liberal associasions in Baribribisi and many 
inland towns have appointed deputations to 
go to Taranto and welcome the British offi- 
cers. The city will be decorated and illum- 
inated during the visit nf tho British squad- 
ron. Thirty bands will bo brought to the 
city beforo Tucadoy to take part in 
tho demonstrations. At Catania; Naples, 
Castellmaro and Genoa similar preparations 
are being made. The culmination of the 
ceremonies will bo reached at Spezzia, where 
King Humbert, Queen Margaret, the Prince 
of NapleB and tho Minister of Marino will 
await on tho Boytil yacht Savajo, the 
coining of tho first division under the es- 
cort of the two Italian Bquadrons. The 
officers of the Equudrona will be entertained 
at luncheon abouid tho Royal yacht, and 
the whole celebration will close with a re- 
view by tho King of tho combined British 
and Italian fleets. Tho British squadron 
will remain South three week in Italian 
waters. 



CHICAGO CONVENTIONS. 

The Y.JI.C.A. and the Wool Growers in Grand 
Sessions Assembled. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 7. — Eminent leaders on 
both sides of tho water in the work of 
Young Men's Christian associations gathered 
in tho World's Congress at tho Art Palace 
to-day. Greetings were extended from Eng- 
land, Prance, Germany and other countries. 
It was stated that fivo thousand associations 
were represented in tho Congress. The 
American and foreign delegates will bo hos- 
pitably entertained during their stuy in tho 
city. 

Representative wool growers from all 
parts ot tho country, and especiully from 
California, New York und Ohio filled the 
Agriculturul Assembly Hull ut Jackson's 
Park this afternoon, in response to a call 
for reorganization of the National Associa- 
tion of Wool Growers, with the view of tak- 
ing uctive measures against the reduction of 
the wool duties contemplated by tho present 
congress. Tho convention will elect a 
president from each state und territory to 
form u committee for instituting u national 
unti-free wool agitation. 

Half a dozen big placards with the an- 
nouncement " To Bent" aro attached to the 
outside of the pretty littlo structure on 
Wabash avenue that contains tho old John 
Brown fort from Harper's Ferry. A year 
or two ugo tho hiatorio old engine house was 
bought by a company of speculators, taken 
d >wn brick by brick, and transported to this 
city with a greut patriotic hurrah. There 
was not us muoh patriotism among the 
general public, however, us among the 
speculators. Aa an amusement exhibit tho 
affair has been a " dead froat," and now 
John Brown's fort, collectively or by in- 
dividual bricks, can bo had ior u song.

San Francisco, Oct. 7. — The cruiser 
Boston arrived hero to-duy from Honolulu, 
her bottom being very foul.

— General Kirohbach, a 
Prussian. army officer, especially well known 
in Brandenburg military district, tried this 
morning to kill Dr. Harich, sub-editor of tho 
Berlin Tugblutt. He is now under arrest. 

Vancouver, Oct. 7— (Special )— Harry 
Quigley died ut nine o'clock this evening.

who will regret his removal, which followed 
two strokes of paralysie.

CANADIAN ' NEWS. 



The Premier in a Speech at Duunville 
on the Manitoba School 
Question. 



He Favors a Revenue Tariff so Ad- 
justed as to Give 
Protection. 



(Special to tho Colonist.) 

Dunnvillk, Oct 7-— Sir John Thompson 
and colleagues addressed u great Conserva- 
tive gathering hero. Sir John's speech on 
the turiff question was marked by modera- 
tion initstouo. His docluration was forutariff 
intended primarily to produco revenue, but 
so levied as to give incidental protection to 
native industries. He believed in reserving 
the home market for the Canadian peoplo 
until something can bo got in exchange for 
it. If Americun beef und wheat is allowed 
to como in free it must hs as a return for 
tho freo admission of Canadian lambs and 
barley to tho American market. Further 
than this, Canada will noc sucrifico tho in- 
terests of Great Britain which, at tho risk 
of war to the whole empire, has so recently 
sustuined Canada's interests in Bchring Sea. 
Speaking of tho Manitoba school question, 
the Premier said his impression was that tho 
Dominion Government would never have to 
deal with it. The Manitoba people may 
havo to Bottle it themselves, instead of its 
boing thrust into nutionul politics. This ia 
taken to mean that cither tho Supreme 
court will decide thut thero has been no in- 
terference with the rights of the minority, 
and that the School net must Btand, or elso 
that Manitobi, and not the Dominion, will 
bo culled upon by tho court to enuet Biich 
remedial legislation ua the circumstancta 
may seem to demuud.

Lomuei Freeman, one of tho prison- 
ers, was the first witness called for tho de- 
fence, and gavo evidence under the new 
act. 



WELSH VOTES. 



Negotiations Between Mr. Chamberlain 
and Certain Members for a "Nou 
Confidence" Vote. 

The Chnrch in Wales to be Dises- 
tablished and Other Con- 
cessions Made. 

London, Oct. 7. — The Welsh newspaper 
Genedl, organ of tho Welsh nationalists, 
and tho property of David Lloyd-George 
and S. T. Evans, Welsh membors of Par- 
liament, publishes to-duy u curious story 
concerning Right Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain's attitude towards tho Welshmen in the 
list Parliamentary session. Shortly after 
the division of tho Welsh Suspensory bill, 
says the Genedl, Mr. Evans reoeived from 
Mr. Chamberlain a messago requesting the 
Welsh members to support a Unionist vote 
of " no confidence " in tho Ministry.

Nothing 
came of this bid for Welsh votes, says 
Genedl, except the great amusement of the 
Welsh membors. 



BEFORE MELILLA. 

A Very Dirge Force of Weil-Armed Moors 
Occupy u Strong Position. 

MADRID, Oct. 7 —The Moors havo reap- 
peared before Melilla. During the night 
they cut entrenchments along the crests of 
three hilla at some distanco from the front, 
hut on Spanish territory. They have a 
strong position, which can be taken only by 
a strong force with a full artillery outfit. 
The Moorish force is very lurgo. As tho 
Moors aro well armed, tho Spaniards will 
hardly be able to storm the position beforo 
having largo reinforcements. Many of the 
Moors are still in concealment and others 
are occupying the works, The strength of 
their skirmish parties and reports of Span- 
ish scouts indicate thut tho tot.il Moorish 
force is at '.oust 14,000. There was con- 
siderable desultory firing during tho night, 
most notably when the Moors occupied Sidi 
Quariasoh, the fortress which is half com- 
pleted und which has been abandoned by 
tho Spaniard 1 ", Tho first shots were fired 
by the Moors.

Further Particulars of the Loss of 
the "Leonore "— Captain. Meyer's 
Heroic Deatli. 



The "Crown of England" to Become 
a Collier— Heavy Export Ship- 
ments From Victoria. 



The bark Leonore, whose wreck on the 
rocky coast of Washington was tho subject 
of a special in yeaterday's Colonist, waa 
not on her way to Moodyville direct, as at 
firat announced, but bouud from Iqulqui to 
Port Angeles, under order of R. U. Welch 
& Co., San Fraucisco, to receive instructions 
whilo in Angeles harbor from R. P. Rithot 
& Co,, Ltd., her agents here, aa to proceed- 
ing to her loading mill. The Leonore left 
Iquiqul on AuguBt 1C, and had it 
not been for the unfortunate storm which 
preceded her destruction would have mudo 
port aufely ere this. She was a wooden 
craft of 843 tons register, built on the Johns 
river in Nova Scotia, in 1S74. Further de- 
tails of the wreck were received yeaterduy, 
but they only muke fuller and moro com- 
plete the Btory already told. The bark com- 
menced to break us aoon aa alio atruck, and 
Captain Meyer taking his wife in his arma, 
leaped overboard and attempted to awim 
aBhore, u quarter of a mile of angry water 
separating. Both were drowned in the 
Burf. Tho remainder of the crew floated 
ashore on wreckage, and made their way up 
tho beach to Neah bay. Four seamen were 
drowned between tho hour of striking und 
dawn ; the mate, who is one of the survi- 
vors, was u'lout on a piece of tho keel for 
five hours. Capt. Meyer wa8 a veteran 
Pacific Coast shipmaster, and had frequently 
visited British Columbia und Puget Sound 
in command of the Chilian burk Louisa 
Martha, always accompanied by bis wife, 
whom he married in South America about 
four years ago. 

HEAVY PRBIOI1TS.

The steamer Crown of England, which is 
expected to arrive from tho Orient in a few 
days, is not to stop at Victoria hut will pro- 
ceed right through to Seattle. She will 
bring the usual cargo of Oriental produc- 
tions. It ia expected that the steamer will 
be put into the coal carrying trado on thia 
coast. The regular trips of thia new line to 
China and Japan will, it ia thought, be 
commenced in time for tho first of tho tea 
trade next spring. 

KOK VICTORIA. 
Among tho passengers for Victoria hy 
the steamer Queen, W hich sailed from San 
Francisco yesterday morning, are: ('. Bach, 
Charles P. Lloyd, S. Grim and J. F. J.

THE GLOWS FOOT. 

Our very mild remarks about the very- 
peculiar position which tho Times liaa taken 
with respect to tho Premier's obtaining an 
addition to the subsidy for tho Indian popu- 
lation not included in tbo census has mad 
it exceedingly angry. It expresses its 
feelings in a way that underbred people in- 
variably do when they get out of temper. 
It is coarsely abusive. Hut this is not the 
worst of it, when it lost its temper it lost its 
prudence. It then threw off all disguise, 
and actually argued against tho Province 
gottiug tho twelve thousand dollars or so a 
year which is its due. And this, too, after 
saying in a previous issuo it would like to 
see tho Government succeed in tho matter, 
When it says fhtly that tho local ministers 
have no way of showing that tho uncounted 
Indians are actually to ha found in tho con 
fines of tho Province, it shows very clearly 
how eugerly it desires the Government to 
succeed. This, besides, is not true, for 
thoso ministers have a way of showing from 
tho statements of tho Dominion Govern 
ment's own otlioiuls that the Indians not 
mentioned in the census are in tho Province 



THE NEW OPPOSITION. 

Tho Times has peculiar notions of politi 
cal consistency and party organization. It 
can see nothing inconsistent in Messrs. 
Bcaven, Grant and Milne supporting a party 
which has for its basis opposition to tho 
erection of new Parliamentary Buildings in 
Victoria. Thoso gentlemen voted for the 
grant to erect tho buildings, so that if they 
join tho new party they will b"o in opposi 
tion to themselves. 

Our contemporary smartly says that 
" Hon. Mr. Beaven and other members 
have, on many occasions, united with 
Brown, Kitchen & Co. in opposing the 
present Government." This is quite true, 
but they did not unite with tho old Inde- 
pendents to condemn their own acta. The 
Times very conveniently forgets that there 
is to bo a reconstruction of tho Opposition 
on a new basis. Tho very first plank in tho 
p'atform of the now Opposition is to be con- 
demnation of the erection of the Parliament 
Buildings in Victoria. The Oppoaition is to 
bs a new parly with, as wo hear, a now 
head and a new policy. Some of the Inde- 
pendents are to cease playing at independ- 
ence, and are to come out in their truo 
character as out-und-out opponents of the 
G (vernment. A member of the old Opposi- 
tion, who did not vote for tho appropriation 
to erect tho new Parliament Buildings is, 
we are told, to be the leader ; and the city 
members who voted for the buildings' grant, 
if they are prepared to repudiate the courso 
they pursued last Beesion with regard to the 
erection of Parliament Buildings in Victoria 
and to throw away their self-respect, may 
tike their position in the ranks as full 
privates. 

Our contemporary must Beo that mem- 
bers of that party cannot afford to differ on 
tho Parliament Buildings question, this 
being tho vital question of tho organization. 
If it were not for that question there would 
hi no now Oppoaition. Take away that 
quo-ttion and it would immediately resolve 
itself into its original elements. Dare Mr. 
Brown tell his supporters that he is pre- 
pared, for the sake of getting into office, to 
sink tho Parliament Buildings question '! 
What would tho Rev. Mr. Maxwell say to 
Mr. Cotton if ho even insinuated that, uftcr 
all, tho §GOO,000 grant was not of so much 
consequence, and that he and his friends had 
made up their miuda to say nothing more 
about it? Would not that enthusiastic gen- 
tleman turn upon him far more fiercely 
than Mr. Duval did when he found that ho 
hud been duped ? Would ho not tell 
Messrs. Cotton & Co. that they had obtained 
his support and help on falso pretences; 
that if they were prepared to swallow their 
principles and to eat their own words ho 
was not; and that, after what had been said 
and done, if thoy abandoned their opposi- 
tion to the erection of Parliament Buildings 
in Victoria ho would denounce them every- 
where as a set of crafty, unscrupulous 
schomors. And thoro aro many more who 
attended the indignation meetings who, if 
they did not speak as warmly aa Mr. Max- 
well, would feel quite as strongly. 

Our timo Bcrving contemporary nood not 
lay the flattering unction to its soul that 
tho Parliament Buildinga question will bo 
regarded by tho men to whom the now 
Opposition oweB its being as a "non-essen- 
tial " in provincial politics. It will have, 
whethor it likes or not, before very long, to 
tako one eido or tho other. It will nob bo 
permitted on that question to hunt with the 
hounds and to run with tho haro. 

We can seo by tho very careful way in 
which tho article under consideration is 
worded that tho Times alroady feels itself 
in an exceedingly ticklish position. It is 
very plain that its trimming attitude on this 
Parliament Buildings question makos 
it norvous, But it is giving itself a great 
deal of unnecessary anxiety. Let it exhibit 
some of tho independence of which it boasts 
so ofton, and it will thou have no reaaon to 
•woigh its words bo very carefully. 



A WONDERFUL QHANQB. 

A few years ago one of the most truculent 
of the Indian chiefs of tho Northwest wus 
Piapot. This Piapot was an orator und a 
lawyer. Ho waa a groat stickler for what 
ho believed to be his rights and thoso of his 
tribe, and ho was not very choico in tho 
terms he used when asserting them. Ho 
was among wild men tho wildest. Ho hated 
tho white man and his wuys, und appear- 
ances indicated that ho would bo ono of tho 
last of tho chiefs to becomo reconciled to 
his position under the now order of things, 
and to adopt tho habits and the ways ot 
living of white men. Many years have 
gone by .since Piapot defied aud contemned 
tho mlers of the Northwest, and to-day we 
find this intractable savage und his band 
tilling a contract for tho supply of buy to 
tho Northwest Mounted Polico stationed at 
Regina. Piapot — at least his band — has 
taken to agriculture Thoy have loaruod 
to mow at any rato, and very likely to 
plough and to sow. Tho conversion of thia 
baud of wild hunters and lawless marauders 
into a community of peaceful und tolerably 
industrious farmers speaks volumes for the 
growth of civilization among tho Indiana of 
tho Northwest. 



THE FATHERS OF CONFEDER- 
A TION. 

The late Sir A. T. Gait waa ono of tho 
Fathers of Confederation. He waa ono of 
tho representative men from tho different 
colonies of British America who met in 
Quebec on tho 10th of October, ISO 1, to de- 
vise n scheme of confederation for thoso 
colonies. That conference wus composed of 
Sir Iliienuo P. Tache, President ; John A, 
Macdonald, Georgo E. Cartier, William Mo 
Dougall, Oeorge Brown, Alexander T. Gait, 
Alexander Campbell, Oliver Mowat, Hector 
L. Langevin, James Cockburn, T. D'Arcy 
MeCleo and J. O Chapais, from Upper und 
Lower Canada ; Dr. Tupper, W. A. Henry, 
R. B. Dickey, Jonathan McCully and Adams 

G. Archibald, from Nova Scotia ; S. L. 
Tilley, J. M. Johnson, Peter Mitchell, 
Charles Fisher, Edward Chandler, Willian 

H. Sleeves and John Hamilton Gray, from 
Now Brunswick ; Col. Gray, Edward Pal- 
mer, W. H. Pope, A. A. Mucdouuld, Ed- 
ward Wheelan, Georgo Coles and T. H. 
Haviluud, from Prince Edward Island ; and 
Frederick B. P. Carter and Ambrose Shea, 
from Newfoundland. 

Tho reaolutiona that wero agreed to by 
the Legi8latures of Canada, Nova Scotia and 
Now Brunswick, wero placed beforo tho I in 
perial Parliament in November, lSb'G. There 
waa then in London a delegation from those 
Provinces, composed of Messrs. Mucdonald, 
Cartier, Gait, McDougall, Langoviu, Tup- 
per, Henry, Archibald, McCully, Tilley, 
Fisher, Mitchell, Johnson, Howlund, Ritchie 
and Wilmot. The lust three were not mem- 
bers of tho Quebec Conferenco. 

Death has been ut work among tho Fath- 
ers of Confederation during the twenty-seven 
years that have elapsed since tho delegates 
met in tho Paluoo hotel, London. Thoso of 
them who still live ure Sir Charles Tupper, 
Bart., G.C.M.G ; Sir Oliver Mowat, Sir 
William Pearco Howlaud, Sir Hector Louis 
Langevin, Hon. William MoDougall, Hon. 
William Birry Dickey, Sir Samuel Leonard 
Tilley, Hon. Peter Mitchell, Hon. T. Heath 
Haviland, und Hon. Andrew A. Mucdonald, 
Senator. Sir Ambroso Shea, who repreBcn 
ted Newfoundland at tho Quebec Confer- 
enco is still ulive. 

The greater number of tho Fathers of 
Confederation continued in public life, serv- 
ing faithfully the commonwealth they had 
helped to form, and nearly all of the sur- 
vivors are still in hurness. 



AN AMERICAN OPINION. 

Wo observe that tho best of the American 
newspapers aro not so reckless in their con- 
demnation of the House of Lords as aro 
many of the British Liboral journals. 
Thoughtful men in tho United States seo 
that tho popular brunch of tho Legislature 
needs some check. They do not think that 
it ia safe to leave the nation at tho mercy of 
every passing galo of popular excitement, 
or of every fad that unthinking people may, 
for the moment, go nearly cru/.y over. It 
is well known that nations as well as indi- 
viduals have their weak moments und their 
gusts of passion. It would not ba wiao to 
have tho constitution so framed that crude 
ideua could bo huatily crystulized into laws. 
Time should ho given tho nation to form 
its sober, second thought. It is tho function 
of Second Chambers to give a salutary 
check to tho popular will, and to prevent 
important measures being carried iu a hurry. 
This is evidently tho conclusion to which 
tho New Yoik Times, after having hud um- 
plo opportunities to obserre tho working of 
popular institutions, has como. In an urti- 
clo on Mr. Gladstone's Midlothian speech, 
it aaya : 

Mere denunciation of the House of Lords 
leads tc- no other conclusion except that tho 
supreme legislative power of Groat Britain 
should bo lodged iu a single chamber, tho 
action of which can neither be delayed nor 
reviowed by any other power whatever. To 
maintain this iu to maintain that tho peoplo 
aro always right, oven when they aro under 
tho influence of a passing passion, and this 
ia a propoaition to which neither Mr. Glad- 
stone nor any other party leader who is 
not u rank demagogue is likely to commit 
himself. On tho other hand, thore is no 
doubt that an extension amounting to a 
reconstruction of tho Houao of LordB would 
bo of great benefit to it. Whether tho her- 
editary principle which, upon tho wholo, and 
in our time, has not been working well, 
should bo rotaincd would in that case bo a 
vory serious question. Meanwhile, Mr. 
Gladstone's denunciation ja academic and 
not political. Its practical object is prob- 
ably to bully tho House of Lords and to ox- 
cito such a popular animosity to it that it 
will not venture to throw out tho Homo 
Rule bill again whon tho Homo Rulo bill is 
sent up to ir. But Mr. Glivdstouo ia not in a 
position to bully the House of Lords. Ho 
has not strength enough behind him. That 
House Iijb repoutedly been bullied with 
success und may bo bullied with success 
again, but only whon tho statesman who 
undertakes to bully it has at his buck a 



clear majority of British us well as of Brit- 
iah and Irish representatives In the Houao 
of Commons. That muy bo tho cuse ufter 
the next dissolution of Parliament; it cer- 
tainly will not bo tho cuso before. 

This from a republican is a very fair esti- 
mate of tho character of the House of Lord?. 
The Times sees that a second Chamber is of 
great use. And so it is. One of its uses is 
to counteract the unwholesome influence of 
men who, like Mr. Gladstone, possess tho 
nrt of causing themselves to bo blindly fol- 
lowed by tho multitude. 



EDI TO RIA L CO MM EN TS. 

So that indefatigable ogitator and invin- 
oiblo champion of tho Constitutional League, 
Mr. Kitchon. has net been able to prevail 
upon his neighbors and friends inChilliwuck 
to send delegates to tho Kamloops' Conven- 
tion. When he, ut that meeting, boasts of 
tho converts ho hns made in Cariboo and 
tho wonderful impression ho .made upon tho 
electors of Clinton, how is t.o going to uc- 
count for tho nbsonce of delegates from the 
municipality in which ho resides? Poor 
Mr. Kitchen will be in a pitiful position at 
the Convention, and will huvo to sing very 
amall. The difficulty thoro wus in getting 
dologatcs in Vaucouvor und New West- 
minster, and tho failuro to get any in 
Chilliwuelt does not suy much for the influ- 
ence of tho leaders of the New Opposition, 
among thoso who know them beat.

THE WESTSIDE^ 
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ANNULAR ECLIPSE. 



It Will Take Place ou Monday ami 
Be Partially Visible in 
Victoria. 



An Interesting Description of the 
Event and the Beat Means of 
Observiug It. 

(Writton for tho Colonist.) 

Of all tho phenomena presented by tho 
heavenly bodies, eclipses of tho sun aro the 
most important to the ordinuryobaerver who, 
who, possessed of very humble option! appar- 
atus or evon nono whatever, desires to verify 
the marvellous accuracy of the mathematical 
astronomy of tho present day. All tho 
great mathematicians of modern times have 
attacked the "lumvr theory," tho result 
being that wo havo in our national "as- 
tronomical ephomeris" tables of the moon's 
places from miuuto to minuto throughout 
the year, to a decree of accuracy which 
commauds tho wonder and admiration of 
all who aro in tho vory least interested in 
tho sublime scienco of astronomy. But al- 
though tho compiling of rigorously accurate 
tables is work for the studont versed io tho 
higher branches of mathematics, tho ama- 
teur need not altogether despair of being 
ablo to mako very closo approximations. 
For instance, if wo tako tho average 
"synodic revolution" of tho moon, or its 
time frmn "new" to "new'' again, namely 
•JO 5305887 days, wo may tabulato the 
dates of any given phase of tho moon tor 
thousands of years past or future, and our 
error will never bj more than a few hours; 
and if wo wish to investigate tho recurrence 
of eclipses, wo are encouraged when we 
learn that tho astronomers of tho ancient 
world were ablo to do this by simple arith- 
metical processes, centuries before the true 
plan of tho solar system was known. 

As an eclipse of tho sun is caused by the 
moon passing over it in our lino of view, 
and as the apparent motion of tho sun, or 
real motion of the earth, is in a fixed 
plane, it is ovident that if the moon re 
volved in tho same plane there would be 
an eclipso at every " new " phase ; but its 
orhit is inclined to that of tho oarth (tho 
ecliptic) at an angle of about live degrees, 
crossing at points called tho " nodes," and 
wo must know riot only when the new moous 
occur, but also when the nodes are reached, 
in order to abulate eclipses. This problem 
is rendored moro complicated by tho motion 
of the " nodes," which aro not fixed points, 
but move with a retrograde motion, or 
westward, around tho ecliptic, occupying 
about eighteen and a half years in makiug 
one complete revolution. It is found that 
tho moon moves from nodo to node again 
in tho average period of 27.21222 days. 
Tho conditions for an eclipso of tho Bun 
then are that tho moon shall bo at or near 
tho " new " and at or near tho node ; and 
it so happens that a period of eighteen 
years and ten or eleven days contains very 
nearly a whole number of lunations and also 
of revolutions from nodo to node. There- 
fore, if tho moon is passing directly between 
tho earth and the sun at any given moment, 
we have but to reckon forward this period 
and wo arrive at a time when tho same con- 
ditions prevail ulmost exactly. This period, 
called by the ancienta the " Saroa," was 
used in predicting eclipses, and it is evi- 
dent if we provide ourselves with almanacs 
for nineteen successive years wo may name 
the dates of now moons and eclipses forages 
to come. As the period is, however, not 
quite exaet, and tho moon is a little behind 
its former place with respect to the node 
at the completion of every Saros, an eclipse 
becomes smaller and smaller, and finally 
drops out of tho series, giving place to a 
new one. 

But work of this kind, giving mere ap- 
proximations, is not to bu compared for a 
moment with the vigorous analysis that 
virtually tracks tho moon through every 
mile of itB orbit, taking into consideration 
every imaginable perturbing force. Tho 
computers engaged in this work tabulate 
eclipses merely as incidents, as also the 
numerous occupations of stars by the moon, 
and the observer may rely upon it that he 
will find the phenomena occurring just as 
forotold. It is to bo remembered, however, 
that in calculating the motions of the heaven- 
ly borlie«, they aro considered as having 
their masses concentrated at their centres 
n nd ihe tabulated places aro tho places of 
their centres, as seen from tho centre of tho 
earth. Now if an object is very distant 
from us, there is no appreciub'e difference 
between an obaerva-ion from tho surfjee of 
the earth and an imaginary ono from the 
centre; but if the body 1)3 near the earth, 
then its place upon the star-sphere as seen 
from tho surfaco will be lower than ita true 
place. This correction called the "parallax'' 
of a body, is inappreciable for tho fixed 
stars, very small for the outer planets, 
but must bo taken into accouut in all accu- 
rate observations of the suu, in which case 
it amounts to about eight sccinds of arc, 
and is very great in tho case of the moon, 
sometimes exceeding one whole degree. If 
we read then, in the tables, that the moon is 
in a particular point of tho heavens, we 
shall find that our instruments will give us 
a different reading; if tho epherrreris tells 
us that, at a particular moment, the sun and 
moon will bo in direct conjunction and an 
eclipse occur, it depends altogether upon 
where we aro stationed, whether we see 
that phenomenon or not. There is but ono 
exception to this; if the moon is directly 
overhead then it is in its. true ploco to tho 
observer, and then only. We could not ex- 
pect the compilers of tho ephomeris to com- 
pute the particulars of phenomena, oven for 
t he principal observatories of tho world; bo, 
having the true placea of the sun and moon, 
we make all the corrections for parallax, 
and may map out tho particulars of an 
eclipse or occupation lor our own observing 
station. 

Tho tirst mathematician who brought ex- 
treme accuracy into problems of this class 
was tho great Beesel, a European astronomer, 
who has bsen rightly named the "incom- 
parable." In attacking the problem of de- 
termining the phases of an eclipso by tho 
Bedselian method, wo consider the following 
phenomena : The prolongation of a linu 
joining the centres of ihe sun and moon is 
tho axis of the great shadow cono which the 
moon casts into space ; this shadow will 
reach to the earth if tho moon ho near 
enough at tho timo of conjunction, or it 
may fall short of tho oarth, in which caso 
the eclipso is an " annular " ono, and total 
darkness does not occur. This shadow is 
ever moving eastward with a velocity of 
about double that of tho oarth on its axis, 
and will, thorefore, under the conditions for 
an eclipse, sweep past a given point on the 
surfaco of tho earth at tho rate of upwards 
of 1,000 miles on hour. Tho diameter of 
tho shadow, where it touches tho earth, is 
about 150 miles at its greatest, and the ob- 
server, becoming immersed in tho shadow, 
will bo in total darkness but a few minutes. 
For tho purpose of calculating iho particu- 
lars of an eclipse, tho obsorvor ia supposed 
to be stationed at tho centre of tho sun, and 
to boo tho moon's disc passing over tho disc 
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of tho oarth. lh sees tho moon's edge just 
touching a particular place, and at that 
moment the eclipse begins at that point. 
Tho moon's diBO covers a belt of tho oarth 
about ono-ijuartor tho diameter of tho latter 
in width ; the track of tho moon's centre is 
the path of tho shadow, or tho lino of 
total eclipso ; tho paths of tho upper' and 
lowor edges of tho moon's disc mark respect- 
ively tho curves of the northern and south- 
ern limits of visibility. 

Now, when w»romember that tho oarth 
is moving in its orhit and upon its axis, 
while the moon is Bweoping over it, wo 
readily see that tho naming of tho exact 
moment when nn eclipse begins is a vory 
complicated problem; and at its host can 
only lo solved by successive approximations; 
by assuming a time as correct and then cal- 
culating tho position of tho moon accurately 
for that iustant and noting whether tho 
conditions aro tilled. But if wo stand at 
any given point on tho earth's surfaco and 
look out upon the heavens, wo may consider 
an eclipso from that standpoint and say : 
As the moon moves acrosB tho sky it may 
interfere with tho disc of tho sun, and at 
the moment when tho two limbs aro in con- 
tact, as seen from this station, tho oclipso 
will begin. We take tho true place of the 
moon from tho ephomeris uud apply tho cor- 
rections for parallax for our particular point 
of observation, and when tho apparent place 
of tho moon is such that tho distance of its 
centre from tho ceutro of the suu is equal to 
tho sum of tho two semi-diameters, thou it 
will bo in contact. This method lends it- 
self vory readily to a graphic representation 
and requires merely tho calculation of tho 
moon's parallax; tho reat of the. work yields 
to a solution by compass and ruler if tho 
figure bo drawn to a largo acalo 

The amateurs of this province will have 
an opportunity for work in this lino on the 
9th of October, as tho annular eclipso, 
which occurs on that date, will bo partially 
viaiblo hero. Although but a small part of 
the sun's Burfaco will bo obscured and tho 
phenomenon of not very great importance, 
it is still interesting to remember that the 
eclipjo begins In Behring straits as tho sun 
risec above tho horizon, and if in future 
ages the historian should forget tho exact 
dato of tho great arbitration, tho astronomer 
will bo able to supply it, if ho recorded that 
an eclipso of tho sun occurred two months 
later and partially viaible in tho place where 
tho troublo originated. 

Tho eclipso will not bo total anywhere, aa 
tho shadow does not reaoh tho oarth, but at 
tho greatest phaso tho sun will appear aa a 
fine ring of light around the intenae black 
diBC of tho moon. Tho path along which 
this phenomenon will bo seen may bo calcu- 
lated aa if it were tho path of the shadow 
itself. It begins in tho North Pacifio 
Ocean, about Lat. 4,V and Long. 173° East, 
passes south-east to tho north of tho Sand- 
wich Islauds, crosses the equator in Long. 
115° West, thence eastward to tho west

The space traversed by 
tho moon in five minutes is HDaecondaof 
arc, aud referring to the diagram, tho lino 
F L is tho direction of its pith, the point 
F is distant from S 1888 seconds of aro, 
which ia tho sum of Iho aomi diamotors, and 
is ut tho distance of 58.12 seconds of arc from 
tho position at tho assumed time, 10 h. 10 
m, Compared with tho five minute lino, 
this corresponds to 'J m. 31 a., and tho moment 
of lirst contact is thereforo 10 h. 12 m, 1(1 s. 
local moan time. Tho lino S. F. joining tho 
centres of tho sun and moon makes an angle 
of about 91 ° with a moridian passing 
through tho Bun ; tho contact therefore 
occurB at a point just south of tho middle of 
tho west limb. But as the sun will thon be 
Bomo distance from tho moridian of Victoria, 
it will bo " tilted " so that tho north point 
of tho limb will bo about 18° oast of tho 
vertex and tho observer, using an alt- 
azimuth telescopo, must watch a point about 
14° north of what will appear to him as 
tho middle point of tho west limb. Tho 
opposite point of tho disc must, of course, 
ho watched, if an invorting eyo pieco bo 
used. In practice it will be boat to uso a 
moderately high power on tho tolcscopo and 
keep tho calculated point of contact iu tho 
centre of tho field, and note as accurately as 
possible tho exact moment when tho con- 
tinuity of tho round limb is broken. The 
black disc of the moon iB then seen, as it is 
described, " eating " into the sun's disc and 
is really a moBt impressive sight. Tho 
phenomenon may bo observed through a 
smoked glass with tho unaided eye, hut ono 
cannot expect to get tho moment of contact 
with any accuracy without the telescope. 

Referring to the diagram, it would appear 
at first as if the moon would pass distinctly 
over the sun and eclipso it altogether. But 
its motion ia south and east along F L, and 
tho tangent to tho limb parallel to this lino 
shows what a small part of tho sun's disc 
will really bo eclipsed. Although F L in 
tho diagram appears as a straight, lino, it is 
really a curve and tho angles at F and L are 
not equal. Tho motion of the moon varies 
at every moment, but for tho two hours' 
duration of t he eclipso wo may assume its 
path to bo u straight lino. To determine 
tho moment of last contact wo havo two 
points on either sido of Llbe calculated ap- 
parent places of tho modfi at 10 m. and 'JO 
m. respectively after mean noon. Tho length 
of this ten minute lino iB found to be 224 3 
seconds of arc and tho point L is distant 
130 '3 seconds of arc from the point at 10 m , 
corresponding to 5 m. 48 sec. of tho moon's 
motion. F is exactly 1S8S seconds of arc 
distant from S, and tho moment of InBt con- 
tact is thereforo h. 15 inin. 18 sec. p.m. 
local moan time. Tho tun crosses the 
meridian of Victoria on October 9 at the 
moment whon tho mean timo clock marks 

II h. 47 in. aec. This is '28 m. 12 sec. be- 
foro the end of the eclipse. Tho Bun and

coast of South America, Lima being directly 
in the path, and ends about 000 miles east 
of that city. Tho northern curve of visi- 
bility passes from within the Arctic circle, 
south and east through the middle of the 
continent ; the southern limit passes through 
the islands of tho South Pacifi.;. Tho dif- 
ferent appearance of tho eclipse to northern 
and southern observers will bo understood 
by considering the following : 

In Long. 127 ° West and Lit 20 North, 
tho central eclipse occurs at noon, tho sun 
and moon crossing tho meridian to- 
gether ; as we pass north in tho same mori- 
dian both objects approach nearer and 
nearer to'tho horizon on account of our in- 
creased latitude, but the moon is moro dis- 
placed towards the horizon by parallax, and 
when we reach Victoria, which is nearly in 
the abovo longitude, tho displacement of 
the moon is so great that it is almost clear 
of the son's disc altogether, ond aouth of it. 
But, if we suppose an observer to pass rap- 
idly Bouth of the central position, parallax 
would bring the moon lower than tho sun 
but north' of it, and tho place from which 
the diaca wonld appear just in contact 
would be a point in the southern limiting 
curve. The displacement of the moon, 
which wo have juat described, is called its 
" parallax in declination," and increases 
always its distance from tho pole ; another 
correction is to be applied to it, namely, its 
" parallux in right ascension," which in- 
creaaca its distance from tho meridian on 
either side. This parallax increases with 
tho moon's distance from the meridian and 
vanishes when tho moon is juat upon it. 

It will now be understood how a alight 
difference in position affeots an observation 
of the moon; if the east limb of tho moon be 
in contact with tho west limb of tho aim to 
an observer at Victoria, tho obsorvor sta- 
tioned west of that point would have tho 
true place of tho moon further from his 
meridian and, the parallax in R.A. being 
greater, its disc would bo already within tho 
disc of the bud, the contact having occurred 
earlier; whilo tho observer east of Victoria 
would not see the contact until later, as tho 
moon would bo nearer to his meridian aud 
not bo much displaced, Tho calculations, 
therefore, for one station will not bo rigor- 
ously truo for any other, theoretically, not 
for ono only a fow hundred yards distant. 
The amateur, however, will not usually be 
BO exact iti his requirements and a computa- 
tion for Victoria will bo approximately cor- 
rect for the surrounding neighborhood. 

To determine tho instant of contact hero 
wo first examine the ephemius, in which is 
published a chart mopping out tho path of 
tho eclipso and giving approximate time 
curves for beginning and ending. It is 
found that tho eclipse begins in this neigh- 
borhood at about G h. 30 m. Greenwich 
mean timo, and ends about two hours later. 
After roughly calculating tho apparent 
position of tho sun and moon for thcao 
times, it ia found that tho conditions 
for contact at beginning will bo fillod be- 
tween 10 h. 10 m. und 10 h. 15 m. local 
mean timo at Victoria. Applying tho cor- 
rections for parallax it is found that tho dis- 



moon thereforo cross tho meridian together, 
and we have a practical illustration of the 
effect of parallux, for when they cross the 
meridian of Victoria the moon ia nearly 
clear of tho sun's disc, to tho south of the 
centre, while it is " central eclipse " to the 
observer in lat. 12 s N. and nearly in the 
same longitude, 

The end of an eclipse can usually ho more 
accurately noted than tho beginning, as tho 
point where the dbes must separate can b 
readily watched in the centre of tho field of 
the telescope. In the present case it is juat 
cast of tho Bouth point of the sun's limb, 
and tho moment when tho continuity of tho 
bright edge is restored is tho instant of last 
contact. Tho pirallax of tho moon in right 
ascension is very small ut tho end of the 
eclipse, but as tho displacement towards the 
horizon increases with north latitude, the 
observer at a point north of Victoria, aay at 
Now WoBtminster, will seo tho moon clear 
the sun's disc slightly before the observer at 
Victoria. Tho times given abovo being 
" meantime," we must apply the "standard 
timo " correction and the result will be : 

First contact, 10 h. 26 m. 3 s. a.m. 

Last contact, b. 29 m. 20 b. p.m. 

The whole duration of tho eelipao being 
2 h. 3 m. 17 s. 

It ia hoped that our local amateurs will 
make notes of the phenomenon as accurately 
as possible.

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GUILTY OF MANSLAUGHTER 

The Three Days' Trial of the "Rath- 
down" Murder Case Results 
in That Verdict. 

Rejection of the Dying Man's Deposi- 
tion Because it was Taken 
on Sunday. 



Guilty of manslaughter, was the verdict 
returned by the jury yesterday iu the trial 
of John Wilson for the killing of his follow 
soamu.li, Daniel Jones, on Uio British ship 
RathdWri. The prisoner has not yet been 
(sentenced. 

When the court opened for the third day 
of the trial, at 1 1 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, Gapt. Morrissey was recalled by the 
counsel for the defence, and gave some fur- 
ther evidence us to how the nows of the 
stabbing was communicated to him. 

Dr. Davie and Dr. Owen Meredith Jones 
wero called by the Grown to givo evidence 
us to the truces of blood which would bu luit 
upon tho knife in making a wound such ub 
that on the deceused. They stated that 
tho traces would probably bo slight. 

Faiquhar Macrae, stipendiary magistrate, 
was next called and testified to having visit- 
ed the bark at Sidney on tho afternoon of 
Sunday, September 10, and having then 
taken the deposition of Jones, who did not 
at tho time appear to bcliovo that ho was 
dying. 

Iu this deposition, which has been already 
made public, Junes distinctly stated that it 
was Wilson who had slabbed him. It was 
not put in, however, owing to an objection 
raised by Mr. Walls, counsel lur the 
prisoner; that a court having been openod 
on Sunday for the taking of tho deposition 
tho latter could not properly he received. 
On acc unit of this objection, Hon. A. N. 
Rioharda, Q 0. , for the Grown, said he would 
not press to have tho deposition received, 
as ho considered tho evidence strong enough 
without it. 

Mr. Walls then addressed the jury on 
behalf of the prisoner. He contended that 
there was no evidenco to show that while 
Jones wus iu the foreeastlo ho had been 
struck with anything but tho hand, as no 
one could positively say that he had seen 
the knife the hand was alleged to have con- 
tained. He claimed that Francis had told 
tho cuptain that he had laid out two men, 
and that the deceased might possibly have 
been one He thought Francis' testimony 
ahould not bo credited, because hs claimed 
to have struck Wilson only once, while tho 
prisoner had two wounds upon his head 
He had the prisoner go from the dock to 
tho jury box so that the jurors could ex- 
amine the two wounds, one of which he 
claimed had every appearanco of having 
been made with a knife. The fact that 
Jones was out of tho forecastle more than 
an hour beforo being discovered lying 
wounded on the deck, he contended, sup- 
ported the theory that Jones had been 
stabbed on deck by some else than tho 
prisoner. HiB client, ho said, informed him 
that his mind was a blank on the whole sub- 
jeot, and could not say whethor or not he 
did tho stabbing, but if ho had done so, 
Mr. WallB submitted that he might have 
been cur, by Jones, who it was shown had 
been flourishing about with a razor, and 
therefore tho wouud might have been in- 
flicted under great provocation or in self- 
defence. He asked for his client the bene- 
fit of any doubt which might bo entertained 
by the jury. 

Hon. A N. Richards, Q C., did not ad- 
dress the jury. "I leave tho matter with 
Your Lordship," he said. 

Mr. Justice Crease opened his address by 
rending from tho act the deflnition of what 
constitutes murder and what manslaughter, 
and held that there was no pretence of tho 
provocation which would have mado tho 
killing manslaughter instead of murder. If 
the blow was delivered in the manner tho 
witnesses said it was, that was murder 
straight. He repelled tho suggestion made 
in the address of counsel, that when Francis 
was walking about on the deck outside he 
might have given tho coup dc grace. The 
witness Cuoper had said, in answer to his 
Lordship, that there was no doubt whatever 
that Jones had been struck inside, and tho 
doctor testified that tho wound had been 
made by only one blow. Tho question for 
tho jury to determine was, whether WiUon 
intentionally, even with a drunken inten- 
tion, gavo the knifo that back-hand cut 
which aopeared to havo caused the wound. 
As to tho doubt of which they were aBked 
to give the prisoner the benefit, it must be 
a real and substantial doubt, such as would 
influence them in ordinary business affairs. 
Ho did not see that there was room for such 
doubt. The jury, however, were the 
sole judges of the facts, but they 
had to do with the facts only. They 
were not responsible for results. That 
responsibility was with the law, and par- 
tially with the judge. Sometimes he could 
say to a jury that if they gave a recom- 
mendation to mercy he would readily give 
attention to it, but he did not feel that in 
this case he could encourage Biieh a recom- 
mendation. If the jury should infer that 
Franciu and Wilson having quarrelled, 
Wilson h ut stabbed Jones thinking him to 
bo Francis, the fact that one man wus mis- 
taken for the other would be no palliation 
whatever of the oflYnco. He knew of bucIi 
a case in this country before it had been in a 
manner civilized or reduced to a state of law 
and order through tho energy of tho Chief 
Justice, in which A having a grudge against 
15 took a shoi over his shoulder and killed 
C, but tho [mistake did not excuse him und 
ho was hanged. In leaving the case to tho 
jury he placed himself at their disposal if 
they wished any advice or to hear him read 
any partB of th- evidence. 

The jury retired at 4 o'clock, and wero 
not heard from until aftor 6:30, when they 
brought in the verdict of manslaughter. 
His Lordship thanked the jury for the at- 
tention they had given to tho case, and said 
it would no doubt be a satisfaction to them 
to kuow that they had brought in a verdict 
with which tho judge was in accord. 

Tho court adjourned until 11 a.m. on 
.Monday, when John Francis will bo put on 
trial for assault on tho prisoner Wilson.

THE NEW CARIBOO. 



Previous Reports of Alberni's Rich- 
ness Corroborated by Ex- 
perienced Miners. 



Bright Prospects Ahead— The Pioneers 
Of China Creek Describo 
Their Properties. 



Messrs. Ktheridge and Hennesoy, of 
whom brief mention was mado yesterduy as 
having coiro down from tho Alberni gold 
camp, aro not enthusiastic over their claims, 
tho " Golden Fugle " and " Extension," but 
are positive that they havo got as good a 
thing in the way of a gold mine as a man 
wants. Mr. Etheridge, who is il miner of 
considerable experience and knowledge, says 
he has something that a man does not find 
every day, and he means to keep it. The 
Golden Eagle was discovered in August 1, 
1892, the croppings principally attracting 
attention. These, however, were not quite 
to valuable as the rock itself proved to bo. 
The latter was inspected by some of tho 
oldest miners iu the camp, who pronounced 
it fully equal to anything they had yet seen 
in British Columbia. Several prospecting 
holes have beeu sunk und a tunnel run in 
Komo twenty feet, with the result that the 
further work is taken the bettor prospect is 
offered. The cluim is whut is called "band- 
ed," is without any fiults in geological 
formation, and gives evury promise, from 
tho composition of the rock, ot proving very 
uluuble. 

Mr. Etheridge has with him several speci- 
mens of the rock on which they aro work- 
ing, and the free gold is plentifully scatter- 
ed throughout. But thero is still another 
edge, yet untouched, on tho claim, giving 
evidenco of still greuter richness, and which, 
if the Burface appearanco is to be belioved, 
will bo a fortune to its possessors. 

The Golden Eagle, it is expocted, will bo 
worked all tho winter if tho weather is at 
all open. What is wanted is tho right kind 
of miner in that country; the man with the 
practical knowledge and experience, who 
will not roturn disappointed because ho does 
not find chunks of gold on every nek. 
There is plenty of the mineral there for tiio 
working. Mr. Etheridge suys, in short, 
there is a splendid mineral country for 15 
or '20 miles. Several placer and one or two 
hydraulic claims have been taken up, and 
are being worked with such results that tho 
owners aro staying steadily by them, the 
best proof that they are paying. 

A number of tho creeks, tributaries of 
China creek, have never been prospected; 
but on those that havo been visited a deal 
of coarso gold was found. Three men on 
China creek aro doing well at placer dig- 
gings, and Reeves Bros, at Sprout Lake are 
also renping the reward of their persever- 
nco. Good reports are likewise received 
from Cameron Lake district. Work has 
commenced on the now trail, and is now 
well under way, but it is more than likely, 
in viow of the easy grade, that a wagon roud 
will be built down to the water. Game is 
plentiful all through tho region. 

Mr. E. M. Yarwood, of tho legal firm of 
Yurwood & Young, rJanaimo, was in town 
yesterday and presented a petition to the 
Chief Commissioner of Lauds and Works 
praying for tho construction of a shorter 
road from Nanairno to China creek. 



NEW YORK STUCK EXCHANGE. 

Transactions or a Purely Retail Charactcr- 
Tho Yacht Race a Counter 
Attraction. 

New York, Oct. 7,— Wall Street con- 
tributed moro than its quota of spectators 
at tho race down the Bay to-day, and as a 
result tho transactions at tho Stock Ex- 
change were of a retail chaructcr. Even 
Lackawanna, which wus such a card yester- 
day, was dull and made a net loss of ; l per 
cent.

Very little was 
heard about the reported big sale of this 
stock to various corporations and still less 
of the alleged revolution in tho manage- 
ment.

Tho American Yacht WiiiB tho First 
Contest in the Britisher's 
Favorite Wind. 

A AViu From the Navy— Australians 
Playing Up -New Arrangement in 
Lacrosse Championship. 

New York, Oct. 7. — Tho Vigilant won, 
and all tho patriotio citizens who wont, dowu 
tho bay to boo the first of the international 
races camn back Bhoutiiig themsolvos hoarao 
over tho performance of tho cup defender. 
Tho day was a boautiful ono, tho ruco was 
prettily sailed, and while Lord Dunraven'a 
Valkyrie came in socond by D minutes and 
4S seconds, she showed qualities which mako 
her u dangerous antagonist in a stiff breezo 
and a windward run. 

Tho raco to day was neither. Tho wind 
was fair at the start for tho run, which was 
fifteen miles to leeward, but slanted and bo- 
came fitful btforo tho boats had run a mile 
and then changed its direction so after that 
timo that tho crews were kept busy for a 
time running up spinnakers and balloon top 
sails and taking them in again. Tho run 
home, instead of being a boat to windward, 
was a close reacli owing to a change of wind, 
and though the breeze freshened in a lively 
manner for a time, it dropped away again 
at tho finish. 

Both bouts started oven, the Vigilant 
turned tho outer mark 8 minutes and 
seconds ahead of tho Brioish boat, but tho 
latter reduced this 30 seconds iu the run 
home, and would have done a minute better 
had tho wind not loft hor when tho Vigilant 
finished. Yachting experts a.iy that tho 
allowing made by the Valkyrie on tho run 
home should mako her win next Monday's 
raco over the triangular course, if there is a 
still' breezo. 

To-day's raco was the raco that ended in 
a lluko last Thursday and waa postponed 
until to-d-y. It seems to bo a run of 15 
miles to windward or leeward and return, 
if tho direction of the wind made it neces- 
sary, to sail first to windward. Tho crowd 
of people iu all manner of floating craft was 
not quite as largo as on Thuraduy, but 
there wero boata and people enough to make 
an impoaing fleet of escort Among the 
boats wero tho United States dispatch boat 
Dolphin, with Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy McAdoo on board. On William K. 
Vanderbilt'S big steam yacht Valiant were 
tho Countess Dunruvan and her party. 

Tho raco for tho first hour waa a clcwe con- 
test between the two yachts. The Valkyrie 
alowly drow away immediately after tho 
start, and got a lead of two lengths ia the 
first 15 minutes. Thero waa a sudden 
activity on board tho Vigilant, tho main- 
sail hauled further aft, and tho Bpinnaker 
poles hove forward. As the run waa not 
dead beforo tho wind, but with the wind on 
tho quarter, both boats had booms on tho 
port side and spinnakers to starboard. 

The Vigilant gradually began to pick up, 
and in ten niiuil'ca had overhauled the 
British boat. Both run side by aide, tho 
Valkyrie on the right of the course. Then 
it was seen that the Vigilant wus gradually 
getting ahead. She had the lead at 1 1 :15, 
and begin to open a gap in her favor. Her 
sails were drawing beautifully, and the 
crowds on shore and in the boats cheered 
and cheered again as she walked away from 
her rival as though the latter were anchored. 

At tho end of tho first hour the cup 
defender led by a quarter of a mile. The 
sails on the Valkyrie did not seem to draw 
well. The spinnaker was not as far forward 
as on the American boat, and was full of 
wrinkles. 

At 12 o'clock tho wind shifted to the 
south enough to make tho Vigilant'a Bpin- 
naker lap her head sails and blanket them. 
She held on to it, however, and hauled her 
pole out to tho starboard bow, using it as 
though it were a balloon jib. At 12:25 she 
took in her Bpinnaker; she was then threo- 
quarters of u mile aheud. 

The Valkyrie took in her spinnaker at 
1 2 : .'3 2 , but finding that the wind was get- 
ting back again toward the west, sot it 
again ut 12:10. The Vigilant put up hers 
a couple of minutes later, and both boats 
held the same relutivo positions for three- 
quarters of an iiour. At 12,25 tho Vigilant 
took in her spiunuker again. Tho Vul- 
kyrio held to hers, and seemed to be gain- 
ing a little, though she was at [east two- 
thirds of a mile astern. The excursion 
joats gave the yachts plenty of ro >m. 

At I :30 the Valkyrio took in her spin- 
naker and sailed with mainsail, club top- 
sail, and balloon jib topsail. The Vigilant 
hid up threo sails and her stay-sail. She 
took in the latter at 1:40 aa it aid not Beoni 
to do her any good. Tho Valkyrie was 
slowly gaining and waa only half a milo 
away at 1:46, with the turning mark three 
quarters of a milo ahead. Tho wind was 
abeam and the Vigilant at 1:45 ran up stay- 
aail and jib. 

At 1 40:45 shn turned tho stake to the 
music of a hundred steam whistles, and ran 
for home close hauled. The Valkyrie turned 
at 1.57:55. The American boat waa eight 
minutes, ten seconds and over a milo ahead 
when the English boat turned. 

The latter picked up some of her lost 
ground on the run home, when the breeze 
freshened and both boats footed a lively 
race. When two miles from homo tho wind 
grew lighter and the Valkyrie ran up her 
balloon-j.b topauil. The Vigilant followed 
her example two minutes later. 

The difference between tho boats waa then 
about half a mile. It was evident that the 
Englishman was rapidly gaining on tho 
Yankee, and would have overtaken her had 
tho courae been a little longer. Though tho 
official records show only a gain of 30 sec- 
onds for tho Valkyrie, alio gained at least .'i 
miiiutea, but later, when tho Vigilant bad 
crossed tho line, tho wind suddenly died 
away from a frebh breezo to a light uir, bo 
that the Valkyrie's minute gain of the Eng- 
lish cutter was reduced to .'10 seconds with- 
in a. distance of one-fourth of a mile. 

The day wus perfect und the American 
boat gained an honest victory. It. was not 
a steady wind from star), to finish, and 
therefore not a fair test of tho two boats. 
Some facts wero ascertained, however, und 
they are that in light airs the Vigilant is 
speedier than tho Valkyrie, but, in a freah 
breezo and in a reach tho English bout is 
superior. This makes it fair to presume 
thut the Valkyrie may win Monday's race if 
the wind blows steady and strong. Fol- 
lowing is tho official summary of tho 
race : Course, 15 milea to windward.

PHILADELPHIA V. AUSTRALIANS. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 7.— With fifteen 
minutes more of play, tho second great in- 
ternational cricket match between Aus- 
tralia and Philadelphia, would have endod 
to-day in favor of tho formor. Ab it stands 
now, tho visitors need twenty runs to win, 
and theso they out to got without any 
trouble when play ia resumed Monday, as 
they havo six wickets left. 

When tho gtuno began this morning the 
Australians woro ut bat in their first innings, 
Begun yesterday. Thoy had scored 70 lor 
two wieketa. George Ciifiin and Trott 
tho over-night not out, faced tho bowling of 
Bally und Pateraon, Gillin wub disposed of 
for ,'SS beforo ho could add anything to hia 
score, and then, within half un hour, Phila- 
delphia's bowlerH disposed of five moro 
wiokota for ouly runs. Trumblo and W. 
Gillin, late comers, batted well, and aided 
materially iu running tho Australians' first 
innings' total up to 45.'!. A heavy rain fell 
last night, and although the buu shono hot 
in tho field this morning tho wicket was 
heavy when tho Australians wont in. ThiB 
had much to do with their failure to score. 

Tho Phtladelphiaus picucd out a new 
creuso adjoining tho old ono, and when they 
wont in to bat for their second innings the 
ten thousand or moro people preaont looked 
confidently for aomo big sjoring. They wero 
grievously disappointed, however, for Trum- 
blo, tho Auatralians' formidable bowler, suc- 
ceeded in clean bowling Capt. Pateraon and 
Baily, his successor, on a single over, bo- 
fore either had scored. Two wieketa down 
for no runs waa a very discouraging begin- 
ning. Wood camo in and made seven, but 
D.' R. Brown, who led off with Pateraon, 
played ono off Trumblo onto hia stumps and 
retired with u " Duck," making tho third of 
tho innings, with only seven runs scored. 
Thus it continued, eight wieketa going down 
for 45 runa. 

Bohlen, who must bo regarded as the 
batting hero of tho aeriea with Australia, 
was tho fourth man in. and to him is duo 
the credit of currying Philadelphia's second 
inning score beyond tho century mark. Tho 
All Philudclphias wero retired for 10Q runs, 
tho Australians requiring 1 hour and 35 
minutes of play to dispose of them. Seven 
of tho ten wickets wero taken by Trumble. 
Total for two innings — 225. 

Needing 73 runa to win, tho Australians 
started their second iuninga with the ever- 
patient Bannerman and heavy-hitting Lyoua 
at bat. A shout went up when tho latter 
was retired for 7 runa. Gillin and W. Bnico 
wero disposed of for ono each, and Trott 
had only made twelve when ho too was 
caught out. Four wickets down for 
only 20 runs was very good work. 
Baily and King wero bowling us 
though life depended on smashing 
tho wickets and encouruging cries 
from tho excited crowd spurred them on to 
greater effort. It was no use, however, for 
Gregory, the sixth man in, was equally as 
cautious aa Bannerman, and in addition was 
a hard hitter, the result bcintr that between 
them they {iad run tho score up to /.'i 
quitting time, 5 oclock. Of this totul 
Gregory had made 22 and Bannerman only 
7, Play will bo resumed Monday and con- 
tioueduotiltheAustraliana havo made the 20, 
necessary to win. After that tho day will 
probably be finished with a sorub match. 
Tho fielding and bowling of both teams to- 
day was of a high order, and frequently loud 
shouts of admiration from tho spectutora 
were heard.

THE EASTERN TOUR. 
Field Captain W. H. Cullin gives a 
pleasant account, ull round, of the lacrosse 
tour ; tho boyB wero treated with uniform 
courtesy and kindness from the time they 
left Vancouver till they reached home.

Then, again, the 
game was characterized by feeling that 
was scarcely honorable, from the cap- 
tain of the combination down. Ho more 
than once shouldered the visitors during the 
play, being severely warned by the reieree 
for doing so, and when there were only two 
minutes' time left to play the Ottawa men 
took thu ball behind tho flags and out of tho 
field, where they threw it from one to the 
other to kill time. 

Mr. Cullin suya quite a number of Vic- 
torians were met in the East, particularly at 
Toronto, but tho people generally mani- 
fested the keenest interest in the team, and 
warmly complimented theoffioers of tho club 
on their enterprise in sending u team sn far 
to compete against the strongest of the E»8t.

* The tour also brings forward tho desira- 
bility, if not necessity, of extending the 
lacrosse league ao ua to include British Col- 
umbia, and the matter will no doubt bo dis- 
closed in all its bearings at tho next meet- 
ing of the Association. It has been bIiowii 
that the Eastern league cannot now right- 
fully lay claim to the Dominion champion- 
ship, und something must be done to remedy 
the new state of affairs. Tho boys wero 
sorry to find that while such u kindly wel- 
come hud been prepared for them they had 
to keep the people waiting owing to tho de- 
lay to tho boat, but they, nevertheless, ap- 
preciate tho spirit iu which they woro wel- 
comed homo.
